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The American Bible Society and the 
Fourth of July 


HE Recorp appears this month quite early for a special purpose. It so happens that 
the Fourth of July falls on Sunday. It has been thought appropriate to ask ministers 
and churches taking note of this fact to bring forward the American Bible Society as a great 
national institution, whose foundations were laid early in the history of the republic, and which 
has always had a recognized standing as an institution influential in shaping the national life. 


When the Revolutionary War broke out a great scarcity of the Holy Scriptures ensued, 
sand on a memorial brought before Congress asking that an edition of the Bible might be 
sprinted by the Government, Congress ordered an importation of 20,000 copies of the Bible 
from Holland or Scotland or elsewhere, and the order was accordingly made. In 1777 a New 
1 Testament in English was printed in Philadelphia by Robert Aitken, and in 1782 the same 
publisher printed the entire Bible, which, after examination by the chaplains of Congress, was 
recommended by Congress to the people. 


These facts ought never to be forgotten, and there could be no greater service rendered 
to our people to-day than to have ministers repeat them on the coming “‘high Sabbath.” 
This is a Christian nation and the Bible is its corner-stone. 


Elias Boudinot, the First President 


Elias Boudinot, the first President of the American Bible Society, ought to be better 
| known in American history, and though we are repeating a more than twice-told tale, it is 
/ suitable to set down here some facts in his life. Of the finest Huguenot ancestry, he was 
himself personally and representatively a typical American of his day. Born in Philadelphia 
- in 1740 and baptized by the Rev. George Whitfield, he studied law at Princeton with Richard 
Stockton, a signer of the Declaration of Independence, beginning his practice when only 
- twenty years of age. In 1772 he was made a Trustee of Princeton College, a position which 
he held for fifty years. In 1775 he was chairman of the Committee of Public Safety at 
Elizabeth, and then a member of the Provincial Congress of New Jersey. In 1777 he was 
appointed Commissary General of Prisoners in the American Army, and superintended the 
Intelligence Department of the army. He was thus brought into very intimate relationship 
with General Washington, but was obliged to give up his position to take his seat as a mem- 
ber of the Continental Congress in 1782. He was chosen President of Congress, in which 
capacity he signed the Treaty of Peace with Great Britain, the chair in which he sat at the 
time being one of the heirlooms of the Bible House. At the close of the war he returned to 
local practice, and his name is the first entered on the roll of counselors admitted to practice 
before the newly organized Supreme Court of the United States. On the re-establishment of 
Congress he was elected a member of the House of Representatives, and subsequently was 
appointed by Washington Director of the Mint. 
| But among along all his honors, which are many, there was one which he regarded as his 
crowning distinction. He helped to lay the foundations of the American Bible Society, and 
at the age of seventy-eight was elected its first president, recovering from what it was 
feared was his last illness, to preside over its affairs with vigor for four years, and at his 
death leaving it an endowment of $10,000. He is thus the first link in a chain connecting the 
public men of the nation and the Society. It has been happily continued during the ninety- 
‘three years of its history by such men as John Jay, Richard Varick, Theodore Freling- 


huysen, and many others. © - { 
‘It will surely approve itself to the judgment of the friends of the Society to ask that 


July 4th be celebrated with some reference to these historic events, and especially that the 


endowment begun by Elias Boudinot should be continued in his spirit and power by generous 


esponses to the generous offer of a Christian woman, who has been moved in these later days 
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to offer one-half million dollars to the Society on condition that one-half million shall be sub-§ 
scribed by others before December 31, 1909. In doing so, we beg to remind all our friends 
that, while there has been a steady stream of contributions since the first announcement off 
this offer, the most of these gifts have been in small amounts and have come from a com- 
paratively small minority. We are, therefore, publishing in many papers a special appeal 
which we may hope will be seen by half a million people. Of the one hundred men and one 
hundred women who were asked to subscribe $1,000 each to the fund, wé have received the 
names of two more; and very recently one Christian woman has subscribed and paid $6,000. 
Is it too much to hope that the Fourth of July will provoke others to a like generosity ? 
The amount subscribed up to and including the 15th of June is $158,836.77, of which 
$95,253.99 has been paid in. We append the “Bulletin,’? which has been published in various 
religious papers, and add to it a “Programme Suggestion”? for July 4th which Mr. Flinn 
has published in the Southwestern Agency of the Society. It may be useful as a hint to® 
others how to use the day.

York, Chicago, Denver, San Francisco, Dallas, 
Atlanta, Richmond, Havana, Caracas, Guatemala 
City, Mexico City, Rio Janeiro, Buenos Aires, Con- 
stantinople, Bangkok, Manila. Shanghai, Yoko- 
hama, Seoul, were 2,142,281 volumes; 642 colpor- 
teurs were employed in the United States and 
foreign countries.

The issues last year were nearly a quarter 
of a million volumes in advance of the year before. 


The issues from the Bible House in New York 
for April and May, 1909, were 75,000 in excess of 
the issues for the same months of 1908.

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John Calvin, 1509-1909 


HE name of John Calvin is magna 

cum laude this year in the Reformed 
group of churches. Many others who differ 
from his theological tenets are one in their 
admiration of his extraordinary genius and 
his permanent contribution to human prog- 
tess. One of the marks of his greatness was 
his power to win the plaudits of his opponents. 
Arminius long ago wrote: “I affirm that he 
excels beyond comparison in the interpreta- 
tion of Scripture, and that his commentaries 
ought to be more highly valued than all that 
is handed down to us by the library of the 
fathers, and I acknowl- 
edge him to have pos- 
sessed above all other 
men an eminent spirit of 
prophecy.”’ 

If there were nothing 
else, who can say how 
much modern republic- 
an institutions are due 
to him? It would be 
too much to claim that 
he furnished the model 
on which the ship of 
State was constructed 
in the American Com- 
monwedlth; but it is 
plain enough that the 
principles which came 
to expression in Geneva 
supplied a pattern for 
similar institutions else- 
where. 

Bancroft called Ge- 


had as its principal translator, William Whit- 
tingham, who married Catherine, the sister 
of John Calvin. It was preceded by a trans- 
lation of the New Testament made wholly by 
Whittingham, and accompanied by an epis- 
tolary preface written by John Calvin himself. 
This some interpreters identify with the New 
Testament subsequently published as part of 
the Genevan version. Other historians think 
the Genevan New Testament really a different 
one. In any case Whittingham was one of 
the principal translators of the Genevan ver- 
sion, and did his part at Geneva in closest 
touch with Calvin. ‘There 
can be no doubt that the 
hand of the master is felt 
here. The influence of 
the Genevan version on 
King James need not be 
argued. 

The four hundreth an- 
niversary of his birth 
naturally has led the 
great Assemblies and 
Synods of the Churches 
more particularly identi- 
fied with him in doctrine 
and tradition to com- 
memorate his services.

E offer to the Rev. John Carrington, 

D.D., our best congratulations on re- 
ceiving the degree of Doctor of Divinity from 
his alma mater, Princeton University. This 
honor is well deserved and, we venture to say, 
reflects honor upon the university which thus 
follows its graduates to remote fields and 
bestows its approbation upon their literary 
labors. 

Mr. Carrington has been known first as a 
successful Presbyterian missionary, and since 
1890 the accredited representative of the So- 
ciety in Siam. It is not so generally known 
that he has done scholarly work such as have 
few men in similar positions, having been one 
of the translators and revisers of the Siamese 
Bible. He translated from Hebrew into 
Siamese Solomon’s Song and the Book of 
Ecclesiastes, and is at present engaged in 
translating the Book of Isaiah from the origi- 
nal, with the expectation of undertaking Jere- 
miah and Lamentations. He has also revised 
alone Genesis, Deuteronomy, Ruth, Esther, 
Job, Proverbs, Isaiah, Ezekiel, Hosea, and 
Jonah—ten books in all, some of them requir- 
ing labor almost amounting to a new transla- 
tion. He has also revised alone Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, John, Acts, Romans, Hebrews, 
the three Epistles of John, and Revelation. 
Acting with the Committee on Revision, he 
has revised Galatians, Philippians, Colossians, 
and James. To this tale of labors must be 
added a manuscript grammar of the Siamese 
language, nearly completed. These arduous 
intellectual labors have not in any way inter- 
fered with his vigorous and successful circu- 
lation of the Bible in all the coasts of Siam 
from Bangkok to the Bengal side. 


Tuer Bible Society has recently received a 
bequest from the estate of a plain, quiet resi- 
dent of Columbia County, N. Y. It was en- 
tirely unexpected, although the gentleman 
who made the bequest was a life member of 
the Society, and it suggests by its very un- 
expectedness the debt owed by the Society 
to the sturdy loyalty of its life members who 
are not in the public eye. The friend who 
made this bequest was Mr. Joel Harger 
Angell, who died in October, 1907, at Chath- 
am, N. Y. 

Mr. Angell was a Methodist. He joined 
the church in his early manhood. Living 
some miles from any church, he found regu- 
lar attendance at service difficult. This led 
to criticism on his “lack of zeal.’’ But he 


was a true Christian. He bountifully aided 
with his property both the ‘Methodist Church 
at Chatham and the new Reformed Church, 
but having an intense dislike for display, he 
kept his good deeds to himself. 

His father, John Angell, was well known 
in Columbia County. The family was a 
branch of the Angells of Providence, R. I., 
and were among the first settlers of the 
Kinderhook section. His mother was of the 
Harger family, also long known in Columbia 
County. 

Mr. Angell, after making liberal bequests 
to chosen relatives and friends, selected the 
American Bible Society and Yale University 
as the institutions whose work for mankind 
he would most wish to aid and foster; and so 
this modest legacy has come to the Bible So- 
ciety, a token of the regard and good will of 
this life member who has passed by a decade 
the allotted threescore years and ten. 


Dr. C. F. Rire, of the Marshall Islands, 
North Pacific Ocean, writes under date of 
February 17th that he has on hand Dr. Pease’s 
manuscripts of books of the Old Testament 
from I. Chronicles to Isaiah, except the Psalms, 
and that with the help of the best natives ob- 
tainable he has revised these books, and that 
he is at work upon the earlier books. “‘ The 
work is difficult,’ he writes, “‘but I enjoy it, 
for we have the satisfaction that we are giv- 
ing the people that which is able to make 
them wise unto salvation.”’

General Assemblies 


HE General Assemblies and the Gen- 

eral Synods of the Presbyterian and Re- 
formed Churches have again met, finished 
their work, and adjourned. It was not pos- 
sible for the Secretaries of the Society to 
visit them all, inasmuch as their places of 
meeting were so far removed from each 
other. 

Dr. Fox visited the Northern Assembly at 
Denver, Colo., and the United Presbyterian 
Assembly at Knoxville, Tenn. Both of these 
bodies accorded the representative of the 
Society, as usual, a cordial welcome and as 
much time as their business allowed for the 
presentation of the cause which all recognize 
as vitally important. 

The following official action was taken by 
the Presbyterian Church of the United States 
of America (North): 


““Mhe General Assembly repeats, with re- 
newed earnestness, the recommendations of 
former Assemblies concerning the American 
Bible Society as the ally and assistant of all 
our mission boards and the pioneer of evan- 
gelization at home and abroad. Its service is 
obviously essential to the success of all our 
home and foreign missionary undertakings. 
The Assembly especially calls the attention 
of its churches and ministers to the offer—of 
Mrs. Russell Sage to give $500,000 provided 
the Society can secure subscriptions for an- 
other $500,000, the whole million to be a per- 
petual endowment. Mrs. Sage has generously 
extended the time of this offer until De- 
cember 31, 1910, and we urge that our 
churches aid the Society in securing the 
amount needed.” 


The United Presbyterian General Assembly 
adopted the following: 


“Whereas, The Bible is essential to the life 
of the Church and to all genuine missionary 
progress, the service of the Bible Society is 
indispensable to every missionary church at 
home and abroad, and is a channel through 
which every Christian can join in a world 
work for evangelization. 

“4nd whereas, The American Bible Society 
has for many years been the efficient ally and 
helper of our missionaries in Egypt; 

“ Resolved, theretore, That after having heard 
with pleasure the Rev. John Fox, D.D., a 
representative of this Society, the General 
Assembly recommends to all our ministers, 
sessions, and members the American Bible 
Society as deserving their prayers, sympathy, 
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and General Synods 


and contributions. We especially urge our 
people to aid the Society in its efforts to raise 
by December 31, 1909, the sum of $500,000 
necessary to secure $500,000 offered by Mrs. 
Russell Sage as a perpetual endowment. 

“mo stimulate our congregations to make 
gifts for this purpose the Assembly requests 
that the amounts of such gifts from individual 
congregations be reported in the Minutes of 
the Assembly of 1910, separate from the 
general statistics.” 


The General Synod of the Reformed 
(Dutch) Church in America had its meeting 
in Rochester, N. Y., June 2-8, 1909, and 
adopted the following resolution: 


‘“Mhe Synod has not had the pleasure at 
this session of listening to the representative 
of the American Bible Society, which has for 
years given such efficient aid to the work of 
the Church at home and abroad, and com- 
mends heartily the needs of this organiza- 
tion to the benevolence of the members and 
churches.”’ 


The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church of the United States (South) has a 
Permanent Committee on Bible Cause, which 
presents a formal report to the General As- 
sembly, just as other Permanent Committees 
do; this is then referred to a “Standing Com- 
mittee’’ appointed by each Assembly holding 
office only during the sessions of that particu- 
lar Assembly, and adequate provision is thus 
made for careful consideration of the whole 


subject, both during the sessions of the 
Assembly and afterward throughout the 
year. 


The Assembly adopted the report of the 
‘Standing Committee, which is as follows: 


1. That our people be encouraged to give 
all possible aid in raising the $500,000 neces- 
sary to procure the proposed gift of Mrs. 
Sage. 

9. That our ministers and churches, be 
urged to co-operate with the American Bible 
Society in supplying with the Word of God 
the destitute in our own land. 

3. That our churches be exhorted to re- 
member with a liberal offering the Bible 
Cause on the third Sabbath in October. 

4, That the Assembly renew the appoint- 
ment of the first Sabbath in December as 
Bible Day in our Sunday schools to be ob- 
served under the direction of the General 
Superintendent of Sabbath Schools.

The Seattle people have crossed the 
Rockies, have planted their placer mines at 
the foot of the golden shafts of the Aurora 
Borealis, are facing the Orient, and all plans 
must be ocean broad to appeal to them, and 
dynamic in force to stir them. 

The national awakening to the importance 
of the Pacific Coast, the sending of the fleet, 


the West’s special immigrant problems, are 
some foundation items of general moment 
which enable one to build from battleships to 
Bibles, from the affairs of local churches to 
the interests of a world kingdom. I met with 
response along this line. 

I spoke in a number of churches in Everett, 
Tacoma, and Seattle, of different denomina- 
tions, addressed their preachers’ meetings, 
and personally called on a number of the pas-

tors. The newspapers gave generous treat- 
ment to our message and mission. 

We found sympathetic interest and received 
general encouragement. We found that Mr. 
Rice is doing well with our books at the 
Seattle depository, and we received assur- 
ances on every hand that he is just our man. 

We also found to our great satisfaction that 
the Rev. N. P. Nielsen, our Dane colporteur, 
is meeting with much favor. He is in con- 
stant demand for services, and is working 


night and day for the Society, and with com- 
mendable success.

Mr. Nielsen is working in some seven.lan- 
yuages, and is proving a great blessing not 
ynly to the European immigrants, but to the 
Hindus. These have been under the dom- 
nation of Brahman leaders, who have treated 
them like slaves, driven or led from field to 
Geld like dumb cattle. Mr. Nielsen has been 
4 protecting friend to some of them, and their 
oratitude has been unbounded. 

I met three Sikhs (Indian soldiers), in 
Portland, and they almost fell at my feet on 
hearing a few of their native words spoken. 
These men will listen to the Word over here 
when they would reject it in their own land. 
A number of these Hindus gather each eve- 
ning to read the Bible over in West Berkeley. 
Five of these are Christians. 

Our Polish colporteur is doing exceptionally 
good work among classes most difficult to 
reach. He is working among the lowest strata 
of immigrants. 

I will some time soon send you a letter with 
some interesting personal experiences of these 
deep-sounding soul-seekers in that northern 
sea of life. 

Our Japanese colporteur has been doing 
good work, but at his own request and ex- 
pense I am transferring him to Oakland. The 
field up north has been well worked about 
Seattle among the Japanese, and he will be 
more useful here in this larger and needier 
field. 

While in Seattle I made careful inquiry 
about the advisability of an exhibit at the 
exposition. Space can be procured in the 
balcony of the Agricultural Building, as indi- 
cated in the plan I send to you in this letter, 


A Monthly Report 


T is difficult to describe Bible distribution 

so as to convey a vivid and true impres- 
sion of what it is. Our Agents are required 
to report regularly, and those who are near 
enough each month, just what they have 
done. 

The Rev. Dr. Wragg, in Atlanta, has just 
sent his monthly report for May. It shows 
that eight colporteurs have been busy with 
him during the month, most of them in dis- 
tributing Scriptures in the states of Virginia, 
West Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Ala- 
bama, and Mississippi, and by an exceptional 
arrangement, not usual, in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, and Kentucky. They have aver- 
aged nearly twenty days of actual service, 
traveled 864 miles, canvassed 19 towns, and 
distributed 840 Bibles, 445 Testaments, and 
730 portions (single books), making a total 
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free of rent. We can secure twenty feet or 
more frontage. The Methodist and Christian 
are the only churches who have thus far se- 
cured space. The Baptists will have a small 
building of their own; the Congregationalists 
have decided not to have an exhibit. 

Having had experience, you will be able to 
estimate the expense better than we can. But 
it seemed to me by making use of one of our 
men the expense could be kept within $250. 
Yet considerably more would have to be 
spent if special features were added. 

Personally I am not favorably inclined to 
the project unless it could be made commen- 
surate with the dignity and position of our 
National Society. This I fear could not be 
done with our limited Agency resources. We 
will, however, be ready to do allin our power 
and co-operate in any way possible to carry 
out your wish and will in the matter. 

My stay in Portland was brief. We have at 
present our books at the Young Men’s Christian 
Association, where they are well exhibited 
and well cared for. But before we can open 
up at Portland aggressively, I shall want to 
hear from our appropriation for next year. 
Then we will be able to tell our resources 
better and will be able to plan accordingly. 
Portland is a better field for resources than 
Seattle. It is older and calmer and isa greater 
center for active work in building up support. 
My next visit I shall want to give entirely to 
this Oregon field. It will pay cultivating. 

I am not sure that I was acting according 
to rule in sending in those estimates for next 
year. I followed Mr. Miller’s course of last 
year, and trust that it was all right. 


and What it Means 


of 2,015 copies, almost all of them by sales, 
valued at $390.22. 

It must not be inferred from this that there 
is any hesitation to give Bibles away when 
this is necessary. The true inference is that 
the black population of the South value the 
Bible enough to pay for it. The prices charged, 
according to the uniform rule of the Society, 
are never above Cost. It will be observed 
that more Bibles are sold than Testaments, or 
even than single books, a circumstance not 
observable anywhere else in the world, usu- 
ally. Apparently the colored people of the 
South want not only single books or Testa- 
ments, but the whole Bible as their personal 
possession. These facts make a prophecy for 
good very encouraging against the dark back- 
ground which it would be easy to paint in the 
picture. There is scarcely a day that the 
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newspapers do not chronicle dréadful crimes 
and reveal conditions of ignorance pitiful to 
think upon. It is surely 
the Lord’s business that 
the Society is engaged in 
when it makes the Book 
a common possession. It 
can make them not only 
good Christians but good 
American citizens. 


The report concludes 
with the record of a few 
Bibles and Testaments 
granted to two prisons. 


Knowing what the colored 
prison population of the 
South must be, we feel it 
most inadequate to what 
needs to be done. All in 
all this is a fairly typical 
monthly report. But who 
could describe all that 
these figures cover? The 
daily rounds of the colpor- 
teur’s life is monotony, 
punctuated by occasional 
trial and hardship—some- 
times more than occa- 
sional. Still, our “Bible men”’ have no breath- 
less recitals of hairbreadth escapes or romantic 
adventures to relate. They go mostly from 
cabin to cabin, first in one town or county 
and then in another, to those who are of their

Own race and kind. They have their dangers, 
they have their peculiar temptations, and 
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certainly must bear the cross, if they are 
faithful, as we believe them generally to be.

To recommend the Gospel and persuade “‘pic- 
caninnies’’ to learn to read it is no doubt alowly 
task. To talk with their elders, the mothers 
and grandmothers especially, who are more 
accessible usually than the men, to gather 
little groups of men, wom- 
en, and children for a sery- 
ice of prayer and simple 
preaching—this is the 
work of which the world is 
not worthy. If it be well 
done, it will bear fruit un- 
til Life Eternal. 

Here is a good sentence 
or two from one of Dr. 
Wrageg’s letters which 
shows how he regards his 
work, and as he looks at 
it those under him are 
likely to do: 

“Our work requires a 
particular kind of man— 
one that can be trusted to 
do the work out of sight. 
He must be a Christian, 
so as to be able to pray 
and talk with the people, 
and he must have some 
business tact. We try to 
impress upon our men that 
they must visit the country 
people and that is why many times thei 
reports are so short. The people in the 
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country live quite a distance apart, and some 
of them cannot be seen until they come from 
their work for meals (the men). You see, 
they feel as though the day has been spent 
in vain; but I tell them it is not—that while 
we are anxious to sell all we can, we do want 
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to reach those poor people in the country 
and have them see the need of the Word, 
and so they must not pass them by.” 

The pictures which he has sent us may help 
our readers to see some things that the report 
cannot tell. 


Some Glimpses of Bible Work in Europe and 
Elsewhere 


AST month the readers of the RECORD were 
given a birdseye view of our Foreign 
Agencies as reflected in the reports now in 
our hands, and which will be given more fully 
in the Society’s Annual Report, soon to 
appear. Inaddition, however, to what is done 
by the organized Agents of the Society con- 
ducted under its own direction, there is a con- 
siderable body of Bible work done in Europe, 
Asia, Africa, and the Islands of the Sea, 
through missionaries and missionary organi- 
zations, sometimes under the direct auspices 
of the Christian denominations which support 
the Society. 

We have pleasure in spreading before our 
readers some extracts (as much as our space 
will allow) representing first this department 
of the Society’s operations in Europe. The 
(American) Methodist Episcopal Church of 
the United States is busy in Finland, Ger- 
many, Switzerland, and Italy, and the reports 
here given are from their representatives. 
The missionaries of the American Board 
are busy in Austria. We can also report 
two messages from the “Regions Beyond’’— 
one from Arabia, where the Reformed (Dutch) 
Church is doing noble service, and one from 
Micronesia, where the Congregational mis- 
sionaries of the American Board are still toil- 
ing away in the Gilbert Islands. 


Finland 


This work has been of great value for 
many, many homes, and the blessing of hav- 
ing a Bible has come to many families who 
have not had a Bible, not even a. part of the 
Scriptures, before. In December and Janu- 
ary of this year two preachers made a journey 
to Karelia in Russia, where there are living 
thousands of people in very large villages, 
speaking the Finnish and Russian languages. 
They traveled 1,548 miles by railroad and 


horse, and preached and read the Bible to the 
people. Again and again they were asked to 
read the story of the Prodigal 5on, and the 
people were wondering and amazed at the 
Gospel, which they had never heard before. 
The people belong nominally to the Greek 
Catholic Church, but they are pagans in real- 
ity, and only a very few of the men can read, 
and none of the women. The Bibles were 
sold and given to families in which anyone 
had learned to read. Yet wherever a Bible 
was left it caused an exceeding joy. 


Germany 


The annual statement for the year ending 
1908 shows that we last year printed 2,900 
Bibles and 5,000 portions, a total of 7,900. 

We sold last year 1,517 Bibles, 5527 lives= 
taments, and 9,652 portions ; total, 16,440 vol- 
umes. 

All these Bibles, Testaments, and portions 
were sold by our ministers, for we have no 
colporteurs for this work. Atnotime has the 
Holy Bible stood so high in the general in- 
terest of our people as to-day. Friends as 
well as enemies of the truth are studying the 
Bible, so as to be able to take a position in 
this great conflict. 

In many places in Germany are located 
Bible schools, and in the Epworth Leagues 
the study of the Holy Scripture is the main 
object of the meetings. 


Switzerland 


The past year was a year of blessings for 
our Church in Switzerland, and the spring of 
this salvation is in the first rank, the Holy 
Scripture. Therefore, it is not only neces- 
sary that preachers preach the Word of God, 
but that everyone must be an agent of the 
Bible Society. God be praised that we have 
sold 4,120 Bibles, Testaments, and portions 
this past year. 

Many thousands of Italians are working as 
masons, etc., in Switzerland in the summer 
time, and in the winter time they go back 
over the mountains to their homes. Last 
summer we built a large house in Horgen, a 
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home for old Christian ladies. Fifty Italians 
were working on the house. We gave every 
man a new Italian Testament, and the chief 
of them a Bible when the house was ready. 
The Italians were glad for these presents. 
Our preachers go to them in every place 
where we are building a church or a house. 
The good these Bibles have done can be seen 
from the following: 

Three waiters went over the St. Gothard 
and talked together of the experiences of the 
last season. One of them said: “‘ The past 
season has been the best in all my life. I 
have had to serve a very sick gentleman ina 
mountain hotel, who saw one day that the end 
of his life was near and was very sorrowful. 
“Is there nobody here who can help a dying 
man?’ asked the poor patient.’’ A pastor was 
not to be had in the mountains, and the waiter 
could not help. The unhappy gentleman took 
the hand of the waiter and said, weeping, 
“Please, please say but a good word of com- 
fort for my poor soul.’’ 

The waiter was ina great fright; he could 
say nothing. Suddenly he remembered that 
in his trunk was a Bible, a present from his 
Christian mother. Many of its verses were 
underlined. The waiter read one after an- 
other of these verses. The dying man heard 
the glad news—‘‘ For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life.’ 

This was balm for the dying man. The 
peace of God came in his heart. He found 
Jesus, his Saviour, by the faith of his Word. 
The waiter must read again and again the 
verse, and the happy man repeated it over 
and over. Afterward he took the hand of the 
waiter and said: “‘You have given peace to 
my soul; now I can die in peace.’’ 

So the saved man went happily home from 
the strange land to the house of his Father. 

The waiter has been a new man from that 
moment. He said tohis fellow-travelers, ‘‘A 
new world and a new life began for me from 
that day, and the Bible remains in my hand 
forever.’’ 

Italy 

Three colporteurs are employed, one in 
Tuscany, one in Naples, and one in the proy- 
ince of Syracuse, Sicily. 

Our colporteur in Tuscany, Signor Galeotti, 
has his headquarters in the interesting old 
city of Pistoja. His work is carried on prin- 
cipally by visiting from house to house, by 
talking to the people in the market-place, 
and by journeys on foot through the country 
villages in the Tuscan plain and in the Appe- 
nine mountains. 

In Naples Signor Cava works under the 
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pastor. He has charge of the depository, | 
which is in a central position and is open 
every day, morning and afternoon. He fre-} 
quently distributes tracts or offers Bibles or 
portions for sale on the streets. He also § 
keeps a good number of religious books in 
deposit. 

The city of Scicli, in Sicily, an old Moorish 
stronghold in the Middle Ages, is the new 
residence of our colporteur, Signor Schiro. 
It is in the province of ancient Syracuse, and 
is a center of itinerating by our energetic 
colporteur in many towns and cities number- 
ing from 500 to 40,000 inhabitants. Signor 
Schiro often speaks to many hundreds of 
hearers, and has put the Word of God into 
scores of Sicilian homes during the last year. 
In recent months he has taken part in the 
distribution of relief funds to victims of the 
earthquake, and this has brought him into 
sympathetic touch with a large number of 
families, as well as with the local authorities. 
This will greatly facilitate his Bible work in 
the future. 

Dr. A. W. Greenman, the superintendent of 
the southern district, is in charge of this work © 
in Sicily, and expects to form a more com- 
plete plan of visitation for all that part of the 
field. 

An urgent appeal has come to us for the | 
appointment of a colporteur for the Riviera, 
with Genoa as acenter. This is a flourishing 
industrial region, inhabited by many thousands 
of workmen. We havea devoted young man, 
eager to take up the work. Indeed, he is. 
already doing what he can on Sundays and 
holidays, though he works very hard during 
the week in a large machine shop, his hours 
being from seven in the morning until eleven 
at night. We earnestly appeal for help to 
send out this man. He is a genuine, whole- 
hearted Christian, and a rare worker. He 
loves the Bible, and he knows the people to 
whom we hope to send him. 


Austria 
Probably many Americans, even those who 
travel in Austria, will read with some surprise 
what a field it is for Bible work and how great 
its need: 


I take pleasure in handing you the fifth re- 
port that I am permitted to write of the work 
of the American Bible Society in Austria. It. 
isa record of the best work which I have been 
allowed to report. 

Instead of employing two or three for a 
part of the year as heretofore, in addition to 
the two who have been connected with the 
work for several years, I took up a good, 
consecrated barber here in the city as a half. 
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slporteur, and he has done splendid work. 
wish you could see his shop window. He 
as it full of Bibles and Testaments arranged 

an attractive way. This brings the Word 

‘God to the attention of many to whom the 
ible is an unknown book. Many come into 
1e shop and make inquiries about the Bible, 
nd often buy acopy. And even if they do 
ot purchase, the window opens the door for 
bligious conversation and testimony. An 
xen Bible or a verse of Scripture is constantly 
2fore the eyes of his patrons. He knows 
‘ell how to bring us opportunities. 

I said that the authorities made no objection 
) this window. ‘That is true; but the Social 
semocrats, who are against the Church, regard 
nis humble, earnest man of God as a fanati- 
al, clerical Romanist, and they have boycotted 
im. But God has blessed and prospered 
im, although for atime the boycott was most 
Svere and trying. 

The following incidents I have culled and 
-anslated from the monthly reports of the 
rorkers: 

“ Romanists sick and lying in the hospital 
veleomed me gladly. They gratefully received 
1e Word of God, and I could pray with and 
or them.”’ 

“In M I offered an officiala Bible. He 
xamined it and finally remarked that it was 

Bible of those who belong to a Church not 
cknowledged by the government. I replied 
Jesus and the apostles didn’t have the ap- 
sroval of the government.’ The official as- 
‘ented and conferred with his wife. Finally 
hey bought a Bible, while they stoutly 
farmed that they didn’t propose ‘to trade 
aiths.’ I said: ‘Have faith inGod. That is 
he true faith.’”’ 

“T went into a carpenter’s shop in P ’ 
[he carpenter attacked me bitterly and finally 
eft me. Later I stopped there again. I ex- 
sected that he would again attack me, but to 
my surprise this same man was now as polite 
1s | could wish. He led me out to the or- 
shard and gave me all the fruit I could eat. 
When we came back into the house he intro- 
Juced me to a friend of his who had come in, 
and explained to him my errand. Both bought 
opies of God’s Word. They invited me to 
ome again. Iwasso glad that I persevered.” 
einJ I had the privilege of working 
among soldiers, some of whom gladly bought 
Testaments.” 

“JT was talking with a woman and trying to 
sell her a Bible. Two policeman came along 
ad inquired what I was selling. One of 
hem said, ‘Oh, I have longed to get posses- 
on of a Bible for a long time.’ The other 
Miceman also bought a Bible. They told 
e to come to the office at a certain hour 
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when a large number of the policemen are 
present. I went there. One urged another 
to buy until I had sold eleven Bibles.” 

‘Tt eome in contact with many Jews, and 
often I have had the privilege of selling them 
Bibles. I had avery interesting conversation 
with an elderly Jew. He bought a Testament 
and invited me to visit him as I had oppor- 
tunity. I have made acquaintance with sev- 
eral Jewish families and have many an inter- 
esting conversation with them about Israel’s 
God.” 

Such incidents show that there are many— 
more than we would believe—who are inter- 
ested in the things of the Kingdom of God. 
The colporteurs have very interesting con- 
versations on the trains, in railway stations, 
and in places of business. They sow the 
seed beside all waters and in all sorts of soils. 
And we rejoice that even in Austria, this land 
where superstition and bigotry run riot, this 
seed brings forth some thirty, some sixty, 
and some a hundred-fold. 

The Treasurer of the American Board has 
just reported to me the receipt of $400 from 
the American Bible Society. I thank you 
indeed for the remittance. You may be sure 
that it will help on the work of the Lord here. 
The colporteurs, aided by the American Bible 
Society’s money, are splendid men, and their 
work is a blessing. I rejoice more and more 
in the work of circulating the Scriptures. 
Our colporteurs are pioneers and must daily 
face great opposition and often persecution of 
the rudest nature for the blessed Master. 


Arabia 


Mr. T. J. Carny, of the Reformed Church 
Mission, writes: 

The figures herein given show the amount 
of work done by the Arabian Mission on be- 
half of the Bible Society. The total of sales 
is less than last year, due to the fact of the 
reduced force with which the work had to be 
carried on. 

Dr. Cantine, who for years had the work in 
Oman in hand, had to leave the field for 
health reasons just before the year opened. 
Our best colporteur also had to leave on 
account of ill health, and it was not till the 
year had closed that we could replace him. 
Having said this there are no further excuses 
to be made. 

The force at work labored faithfully. Tour- 
ing was well cultivated, especially in the Oman 
field. ‘The writer of this was out on one tour 
of a month’s duration during which 450 copies 
of the Scriptures were sold and some virgin 
soil was reached.

ITH the first of April the new year of the American Bible Society opened. The mos 

important appropriations for this year have now been made. ‘These appropriation 

are based on a careful study of the receipts of the Society which may be reasonably anticipated 

from a comparison of the receipts of the immediately preceding years, and upon the urgen 

needs of the work at home and abroad. In no case are they adequate to the work that shoul 
be undertaken. The resources of the Society should be at once very greatly enlarged. 

The domestic appropriations should have added to them the expenditures of all the aux 
iliary societies, which we regret we have not the data satisfactorily to exhibit, in order tha 
a true and complete review of the Society’s domestic work might be set forth. 

Many appropriations, both domestic and foreign, have to be made during the year a 
exigencies arise, and cannot, therefore, now be tabulated.
